Among the other established fields of 
the country, including the Appalachian 
or Pennsylvanian, Lima-Indiana, Ken- 
tucky-Tennessee and Gulf, the pro- 
duction has sustained a setback.

Dingley act and in the customs adminis- a 
trative law as it desired to make. The 


department was also requested to obtain 
similar recommendations from the Board 
of General Appraisers and from the col- 
lectors of the principal ports. 

The task set by the subcommittee hav- 
ing been completed by the treasury ex- 
perts, Senator Burrows and his colleagues 
began the hearings held during the cur- 
rent week for the purpose of examining 
the suggestions in detail and of question- 
ing the treasury officials as to the rea- 
sons underlying their recommendations. 

Although the meetings of the subcom- 
mittee have been held in executive ses- 
sion, the Reporter's correspondent is en- 
abled to present a comprehensive state- 
ment of the recommendations made by 
the department and by the Board of Gen- 
eral Appraisers. The scope of the work of 
the subcommittee so far as the tariff is 
concerned is limited to the classification 
to be adopted in the proposed new tariff 
act, but all phases of customs administra- 
tion are within its jurisdiction, and for 
this reason the most important feature of 
its work deals with the administrative 
laws. Another subcommittee is charged 
with the revision of rates, but will prob- 
ably not attempt to make serious progress 
until after the Ways and Means Commit- 
tee has prepared the first draft of the 
tariff bill which, under the Constitution, 
must originate in the lower house. 

The principal recommendations made by 
the Treasury Department for changes in 
the customs administrative law of 1890 
may be summarized as follows:— 

1. The codification of all the customs 
laws and the incorporation thereof with 
the text of the revised customs adminis- 
tri ative law.

The codification of the customs laws is 
recommended because of the extent to 
which former statutes have been amended 
in effect by the customs administrative 
law ot 189%, and the changes made therein 
in the tariff acts of 1894 and 1897 and the 
so-called Board of General Appraisers’ 
act passed in the closing days of the re- 
cent session of Congress. It goes with- 
out saying that such a codification would 
be of great convenience to importers and 
exporters, custom house brokers, and all 
business men brought into contact with 
the customs service. 

The proposition to permit importers to 
deduct from, as well as add to, invoice 
valuations to make foreign market value 
on date of shipment has been discussed 
pro and con for nearly a dozen years. The

The project for the appointment of a 


court of customs appeals has been worked 


out by the board in detail. It is pro- 
posed that the court shall consist of a 
chief justice and two associate justices, 


ippointed by the President and confirmed 


by the Senate, not more than two of 
whom shall be appointed from the same 
political party, each of whom shall re- 


ceive a salary of $10,000 a year, and each 
of whom shall have been admitted to 
practice in the United States Supreme 
Court, and ‘experienced in the customs 
laws of the United States.” It is pro- 
posed that this court shall exercise ex- 
clusive appellate jurisdiction to review by

OBITUARY.

Remarkable Durability of Paint. 


Down at St. Augustine, Florida, there 
is an old Spanish fort that was finished 
in 1756, one hundred and fifty-two years 
ago. Now, one would scarcely expect 
that ary paint would last as long a time 
as that, especially when the effect of ex- 
posure to such a damp and warm climate 
is considered; but it is nevertheless true 
that the original paint, put on when the 
building was completed, a century and a 
half ago, is still not only visible, but the 
paint is in good condition (or at least a 
part of it is) and is still affording protec- 
tion to the surface. Portions of the build- 
ing were painted with Spanish brown ox- 
ide, and this paint is still good. Other 
parts were painted with Swedish ocher, 
and this has generally failed and disap- 
peared, except here and there where it 
has been protected. 

The wooden cypress posts, at the gate 
of the fort, were painted brown when the 
fort was built. The posts are built into 
the stone and the sides of the posts must 
have been painted before they were put in 
position, as it is impossible to reach them 
with a brush; thus affording evidence that 
all this brown paint must be the original 
paint, put on when the building was erect- 
ed. A further proof of this is that here 
and there are old, weatherbeaten patches 
of unpainted wood, put on, perhaps, over

a century ago, since they were nailed with 


old blacksmith forged, hand-wrought 
nails, of a style and pattern probably 
never used by an English or American 


workman. These patches were put on to 
repair places in the posts that have evi 
dently been torn by some gun wagon or 
other cumbersome vehicle. 

So far as is known, this building holds 
the record for paint endurance in Amer- 
ica. The posts are partially protected 
by the stone overhang from the rain, but 
have full exposure to the salt air and 
the Florida sun. The brown paint was 
also used cn the old wrought-iron hinges, 
but only a part of it remains. There is 
nothing about the wrought-iron gates to 
show that they were ever painted, and 
one and a half inch iron rods that formed 
a part of them have rusted half away.— 
The Painters Magazine.

most extensive in the last twenty 
years Crude oil has not been over 
active. Sales close on to 50 tanks are 
reported all the way from 25@26c., ac- 
cording to position and location. Lard

Cocoanut Oils, Ete. 

In the cocoanut oil market no new 
features developed, quiet dominating 
and values resting at former levels. 
Corn oil was dull and unchanged, and 
the prevailing high prices ruling on 


prime olive restricted all but the light- 
est sales. Palm and rapeseed oils were 
featureless, Menhaden was unaltered, 
but displayed an easy undertone, Lard 
oil presented the usual irregular mar- 


ket, and other items were without 
change. 

CEYLON OIL.— From a_ thorough 
canvass of the local market we could 


glean little of news interest. There are 
practically no negotiations for large 
quantities pending, either for prompt 
delivery or shipment, and the inquiries 
placed indicate no interest among con- 
sumers beyond the needs of the mo- 
ment. The fact that there is no heavy 
accumulation of material here has been 
a sustaining influence on values, and 
on the small sales consummated im- 
porters have for the most part adhered 
to the former quotations of 64@6%c. 
spot and 6.20c. for September-October 
shipment. 

COCHIN OIL.—Importers have ex- 
perienced another inactive period. No 
large buyers made their appearance, 
and disinterest was particularly appar- 
ent where sellers submitted offers on 
the forward positions. The statistical 
position of the market was not mate- 
rially altered, remaining substantially 
as last reported, Spot E. I. was quoted 
at 6%c. and September-October ship- 
ment at 65¢c. 

CORN OIL. — There is every reason 
for the prevalence of firm prices, con- 
sidering the position of the basic prod- 
uct, but the usual sharp competition is 
noted where any new business prom- 
ises, and upsets calculations. While no 
official change is announced, the price 
of $5.30 per hundted pounds, car lot 
basis, is being undersold, according to 
some reports, while smaller consign- 
ments are quoted up to $5.35, depending 
on seller and amount. 

OLIVE OIL.—Scarcity of spot oil and 
prevailing high rates have restricted 
buying in the local market. <A _ few 
light shipments of prime yellow have 
come to hand during the week, but 
this material had no effect on the sit- 
uation, being largely sold for arrival. 
In the absence of important transac- 
tions nominal quotations are sub- 
mitted at 80@85c, Foots are arriving 
freely and find a fairly active demand 
at 64%@6%c., according to quantity, 
quality and seller. A 500-barrel lot was 
received for local account Friday. Let- 
ter advices from Marseilles continue to 


describe a strong market, reading as 
follows:— 
As predicted yellow olive oil is at £38, or 


above the 60c. mark, and with an upward ten 
dency, due to very small stocks and large d 
mand. 

Green foots are very firm at £27@{£28 with a 
large demand, both for local consumption and 
from abroad; and all these high prices face a 
very small new crop. The deduction is clear, 
nearly five months to the new crop and hardly 
any oil on hand. 


PALM OIL.—In conformity with 
other vegetable oil markets, the move- 
ment of palm oil is limited to very 
small quantities, buyers confining their 
operations to the needs of the moment 
and concerning themselves to no extent 
about the forward positions. Never- 
theless, values are being well main- 
tained on the whole, sellers. realiz- 
ing full rates on what little trade 
is passing. Red is held at 5%c., with 
Lagos quoting at the former level of 
5%4c. 

RAPESEED OIL.—The sales made 
during the past week were all of small 


lots, so that the total deliveries show 
little if any improvement. The move- 
ment is mainly dependent upon con- 
tract withdrawals, and these were un- 
accompanied by any new features of 
interest. Values were undisturbed dur- 
ing the interval, quoting at 75@77c, for 
burning, 78@80c. for brown, and 75@ 
77c. for refined. 


Animal and Fish Oils. 


COD OIL.—There was no important 
change in the market for cod oil dur- 
ing the interval closed, and while a 
firm bid on a round lot might have 
met with a concession, the general ten- 
dency was for the full maintenance of 
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values at the levels of 38@40c. for do- 
mestic and 40@42c. for Newfoundland. 
Arrivals from Northern fisheries have 
been somewhat freer of late, but in- 
terest among consumers, as yet, has 
not been stimulated to any marked 
degree. 


LARD OI1L.—Considerable 
of opinion exists between 
lard oil as to what constitutes the 
proper selling basis for prime grade. 
Relatively speaking, higher rates should 
prevail, if judged by the position of 
raw products, but the almost entire 
lack of demand for oil has resulted in 
a very irregular market, and the few 
transactions closed have brought out 
some comparatively low quotations; 
Which are assailed in some quarters, 
and said to apply to a really inferior 
quality of goods. Nominally quoted, 
prime is given at 68@70c.; off prime at 
54@56c.; extra No. 1, 49@52c., and No, 
1, 46@4Sce. 

MENHADEN OIL.—So far as it has 
gone, fishing has progressed very sat- 
isfactorily with prospects for a heavy 
yield growing more favorable each day. 
Three months of the season remain 
open for operations, and the produc- 
tion has already assumed healthy pro- 
portions. The Japanese output of oil 
is also exceptionally large, in fact the 
offerings have been made on so liberal 
a scale and at such low prices in Euro- 
pean markets that the American prod- 
uct is practically excluded as a com- 
petitive factor. The pressed oils in 
the domestic market are taken sparing- 
ly by consumers, who are holding off,

undoubtedly in anticipation of lower 
rates later in the season. The various 
grades as quoted subject to shading, 


by local dealers, are as follows:—Light 
and brown strained, 36@38c.; bleached 
winter, 37@39c., and extra bleached 
winter, 39@4lc. 

NEATSFOOT OIL.—The market re- 
mains in the same quiescent state de- 
scribed last week. Consumers are 
pursuing a hand-to-mouth policy of 
buying, and inquiries show no interest 
in future requirements. Prices are 
more or less nominal in the absence of 
large bids, quoting for the business 
offering, at 80@85c. for 20 degree cold 
test; 76@78c. for 30 degrees, and 71@73c. 
for 40 degrees, and 55@58c. for prime. 

RED OIL.—This item, while not in 
heavy demand, has fared somewhat 
better than other commodities under 
this head, the sales of small lots be- 
ing sufficiently numerous to aggregate 
a fair total for the week. Both elaine 
at 39@41c., and saponified at 5%c. have 
been favored with attention from buy- 
ers. The former, however, could prob- 
ably be done a shade less than the

buying is rather light at the former 
quotations of 97%@10c, for No, 1 double 
sressed and 9c. for No. 2. 

WHALE OIL.—The business which 
has been going through of late denotes 
no change in buying sentiment. Con- 
servatism dominates the market on 
one hand, and unabated firmness gov- 
erns prices on the other, owing to the 
limited supplies. The schedule rates 
are repeated at 46@48c. for natural 
winter, 49@5lc. for bleached winter 
and 52@53c. for extra bleached winter. 

Mineral Oils. 

Buyers have manifested more interest 
in their requirements, but transactions 
are still, on the whole, conservative. 
Producers are generally confident that 
the consuming movement will be ma- 
terially improved soon after the turn 
of the month, and are not disposed to 
recede from the steady position they 
have maintained during the light sum- 
mer season, 

Wax, Lard, Tallow, Ete. 

PARAFFINE WAX.—There has been 
a moderate gain in sales within the 
interval, which dealers are hopeful will 
be emphasized with the advance of the 
new season, which is usually the oc- 
casion for improving market condi- 
tions. Values show no abatement of 
stability, and quotations may be re- 
peated throughout. Clearances for the 
week aggregated 1,100,097 pounds. 

LARD.—The situation has firmed up 
during the interval on an improved 
demand for export account, a 
cash business and support by packers. 


The movement of hogs has also been 
moderate and conditions generally 
have favored an advance. Exports 
from the Atlantic seaboard for the 
week ending August 22 were 8,415,792 
pounds, against 11,778,062 for the cor- 
responding week last year. At the

GREASES.—The market has acted in 
sympathy with tallow and activity has 
been prominant by its absence. In 
some quarters it was stated that the 
low prevailing cotton oil prices were at- 
tracting interest from this market. 
At any rate, there has been no im- 
portant transactions reported during 
the past week. Exports from this port 
for the week ending August 22 were 
858,400 pounds.

Turpentine Operations in Mexico. 
Mexico City, Mex., Aug, 28, 1908 


The turpentine industry is having a rapid 
growth in Mexico, and, as is the case with 
moet other new industries in this country, 
Americans are taking the lead in bringing 
about its development. There are several tur 
pentine camps and stills situated in different 
parts of the country which are now operated 
by Americans, It is stated by turpentine ex- 
perts that there is an abundance of pine timber 
available for turpentine purposes, and that 
Mexico is destined to become a large producer 
of the product. There is a good demand for 
both turpentine and rosin in Mexico and at 
vregent the home supply is not equal to this 
demand. United States manufacturers of tur- 
pentine and rosin furnish considerable quan- 
tities of the products to Mexican consumers, 
but with the development of the industry in 
this country the importations are decreasing 
The government imposes a duty of 19 cents 
a kilo on turpentine, and the price of turpen 
tine in Mexico is 15 to 20 cents gold higher 
than in the United States, and on rosin two 
to three dollars a barrel higher. It is pre- 
dicted by men who are familiar with the tur- 
pentine industry that it will not be many years 
until Mexico will be supplying the United 
States markets with turpentine and rosin. The 
turpentine forests of the United States, accord 
ing to report, are becoming rapidly exhausted, 
while there are millions of acres of pine trees 
available for the purpose in Mexico 

The turpentine industry in Mexico is not 
without ite peculiar features. In this country 
the pine timber that is suitable for turpentine 
purposes grows at altitudes ranging from 5,000 
to 9,000 feet, while in the United States the 
turpentine pine is found growing from sea level 
country to altitudes of 1,500 feet. In the high 
altitudes where the turpentine pine forests in 
Mexico are found the cooi nights interfere with 
the running of the sap. The flow is bountiful 
during the day, but it ceases at sunset and 
does not begin again until sunrise. The sap 
flows all night long during the warm summer 
season in the United States. The turpentine 
season in Mexico is longer than in the United 
States. Here it begins in the early part of 
February and lasts until the first of November. 
In the United States the season does not open 
until April and closes November 1. In some 
parts of Mexico, where the winters are very 
mild, the sap flows during the whole year. It 
is considered advisable, however, to give the 
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trees a rest, and they are not worked

The Acting Secretary of the Treasury 
has decided to take an appeal from tne 
recent decision of the Board of General 
Appraisers holding powdered opium to be 
dutiable at the rate of one-quarter cent 
per pound and W per cent, ad valorem

but just as well suited to cupping as 
sound trees. Many of these were snapped 
off above the turpentine face by a storm 
in the spring of 1903.

By far the greater part of this loss in 
both half crops was due to constantiy in- 
creasing ‘‘dry face.’’ It is evident that in 
the first year the box cutting was largely 
responsible for the wide disparity in the 
amount of dry face in the two half crops, 
but after the first year the chipping was 
the determining factor. In fact, the rate 
of increase of dry face after the first year 
is greater in the cupped than in the 
boxed trees, and is due, no doubt, to the 
higher average number of faces per tree 


in the cupped half. (See Bulletin 4, 
age 27.) 

. IMPROVEMENTS. 

Since the cup and gutter system has 


been in use, a number of improvements In 
the equipment and in methods have been 
made. 

Cups.—The quality of the cups has been 
materially improved. Many of those first 
used allowed the resin to seep through, 
This was due to the fact that the cups 
were made in molds, a method of manu- 
facture requiring a soft, wet clay. This 
objection has been entirely overcome by 
the use of machinery and a stiff and 
much drier clay. The new cups allow no 
seepage and are just as desirable for 
collecting the resin as if they had been 
glazed at considerable cost, 

Shipping the cups.—The complete suc- 
cess attained in shipping the cups in bulk 
has effected a saving to the operator, 
both in decreased breakage in transit and 
in the cost of the wooden crates formerly 
used. 

Dipping.—At the time cups were intro- 
duced it was hoped that with experience 
the dippers would be able to collect as 
much gum per day from cups as is usual 
from boxes. This hope has been more 
than realized, for in practically all cases 
it has been found that the dippers are 
able to collect more gum per day from 
cups than from boxes. Difficulty was fre- 
quently experienced in getting good box 
dippers to undertake the dipping of cups, 
but after the change was once made a 
preference for cup dipping was uniformly 
noticed, 

Use of the broadax for facing.—The 
most important advance made in the ap- 
plication of the cup and gutter system 
has been the substitution of the broadax 
for the club ax in making the flat faces 
on the trees. The difficulty in using the 
cornering ax recommended in Bulletin 40, 
on the hard timber near the Gulf coast in 
south Florida, led to the suggestion by 
Mr. R. M. Radford, of Braidentown, Fla., 
that the broadax be used for making the 
taces. The experiment was tried, and the 
result was faster and better work and a 


good surface for beginning chipping. 
Later, Mr. H. H. Ellarbee, of Ellarbee, 
Fla., suggested that the usual setting of 
the broadax on the handle be reversed, 


so that in hewing the beveled side would 
be next to the tree. This change greatly 
increased the speed of the work, as the 
chip could be promptly split off after the 
full width of the face had been obtained. 
The next step was to have one man 
make both incisions for the gutters in- 
stead of employing a right-handed and a 
left-handed axman for making the two. 
At the outset the laborers usually insist 
that one man cannot make both cuts, but 
2 little practice gives perfect facility in 
cutting each with equal ease. ; 
These changes have made it easily pos- 
sible to double the speed of a squad, and 
many laborers have become very skillful 


in this use of the broadax. One laborer 
during the past winter prepared in one 
day 1,700 faces. Inspection of the work 


shows that it was well down in every re- 
spect. 

Directions for using the broadax.—The 
ax should weight from 8 to 9 pounds and 
have a perfectly straight edge. The han- 
dle should be straight and not longer 
than 30 inches. Each laborer sets his ax 
on the handle so that its edge is parallel 


to the handle and the beveled side lies 
next to the tree in hewing. 
By almost vertical strokes of the ax a 


flat surface is hewn one-half the width of 
the ‘‘face’’ which is to be chipped later 
(fig. 1). When the ax first catches the 
wood the chip is prized outward slightly, 
thus facilitating the easy entrance of the 
ax in the same cut on the second stroke 
and also keeping the surface smooth. On 
the third stroke it usually is nossible to 
partly cut and partly break off the chip, 
thus avoiding useless mutilation of the 
tree. This is done by a twist of the 
ax, given just as it falls into the previous 
eut, the eye of the ax being thrown 
against the tree and the edge outward. 
The laborer then steps either forward or 
backward and hews the second side of the 
angular face (fig. 2), taking care to leave

rounded surface in the center where 
two sides join, 

these flat surfaces the incisions for 
gutters are then made, one a right- 
and the other a left-handed cut 
In making these cuts the ax is 
held so that the outer point of the edge 
is lower than the inner point, while the 
eye of the ax is lower than the edge. By 
a single blow a cut is made the full width 
of one side of the face, this cut being 
about one-quarter of an inch deep at the 
outer edge of the face and a little deeper 
at the center. The cuts should be at 
least one inch apart at the center of the 
face, to prevent choking between the two 
gutters by chips and “scrape,’’ and for 
convenience in cleaning the gutters when

Zine Nails.—The cup and gutter system 
has been most favorably received by the 


owners of mills where the timber is sawed 


after it has been turpentined. The only 
objection they make is to the use of iron 
nails for hanging the cups. To meet this 


objection zinc nails are now muanufac- 
tured for use with the cups. Experiments 
have shown that if such a nail is left in 
the tree no damage whatever is done to 
a saw that strikes it, because the metal 
is so soft. 
ERRORS MADE IN USING THE 
GUTTER SYSTEM, 
Gutters.—In making the incisions for the 
gutters the eye of the broadax is fre- 
quently turned down too much. The outer 
half of a gutter inserted in such an in- 
cision lies almost at a right angle to the 
trunk of the tree, and hence forms a shelf 
rather than a trough (fig. 5, B). From 
such a gutter the resin frequently runs 
off along the outer edge. Furthermore, 
such a gutter is easily forced out when 
the dipper is removing the ‘“‘scrape’’ from

it, the pressure of the dip knife being 
almost in line with the direction of the 
cut. A gutter inserted carefully into a 
properly made incision will never fall 
out (fig. 5, A). 

Nails.—Two mistakes are frequently 
made in driving the nail on which the 
cup hangs. First, the nail is driven hori- 
zontally. In the latter part of the sea- 
son, when hardened resin collects under 
the head of the nail, a cup hung on it 
will easily drop off. The head of the 
nail should have a steep slant upward. A 


cup hung on a nail so driven fits snugly 
between the nail and the tree, is secure, 
and can not swing away from the spout 
of the lower gutter, though it may be 
easily removed by the dipper. Second, 
the nail is often driven into the tree above 
the lower end of the lower gutter. A 
cup hung on such a nail is never ver- 
tical, and its capacity is therefore dimin- 
ished. Further, when a cup so hung fills 
with water or resin the increased weight 
tends to bring it to a vertical position, 
thereby pressing on the lower gutter and 
causing the latter to be prized out of the 
incision. The nail should always be 
driven into the tree at a point slightly 
lower than the lower end of the lower 
gutter (fig, 4). 

Cups. — Experience has demonstrated 
that the cups will be broken if water is 
frozen in them. During the winter, there- 
fore, when the cups are not in use, they 
should be removed from the nails and 
inverted at the base of the trees, so that 
water can not collect in them. 

FIXING LOOSENED GUTTERS 

In case a gutter is displaced during 
the chipping season, the accident can be 
easily repaired by reinserting it in the 
old incision and driving two nails into 
the tree flush with the bottom of the gut- 


ter—one nail near the center of the face 
and the other near the upper end of the 
gutter. Supported by these two nails a 


gutter will stand the scraping of the dip 
knife without slipping The gutter and 
both nails can readily be drawn from the 
tree at the end of the season. 


The rapid introduction of the cup and 
gutter system by turpentine operators 
proves beyond a doubt that the experi- 
mental stage has heen passed, No stronger 
confirmation of the value of the results 
obtained at Ocilla, Ga., could be given 


than the fact that by far the greater por- 
tion of the cups placed during the past 
winter were on farms where the cup had 
been tested on a small scale during the 
preceding season. Not all operators are 
vet convinced; there are still doubters 
and scoffers, but their number is rapidly 
diminishing. 
In the hands few the system has 
heen abused. The fact that under it the 
trees are not weakened and made sub- 
ject to overthrow by windstorms, as 
hoxed trees are, has induced some op- 
erators to largely increase the number of 
cups ner tree as compared with the aver- 
age of boxes. The returns from such trees 
prove that there is a distinct limit to the 
sap surface which can he removed with- 
out weakening the vitalitv of the tree and 
lessening the flow of resin. The practice

In other in- 
stances the large tracts of timber have 
been brought under turpentine operation 
by the cup system, though their owners 
have persistently refused to lease them 
for box cutting. 

The rapid rise in the value of turpen- 
tine timber within the past few years has 
contributed largely to its more conserva- 
tive treatment. A thing of little value 
in the past, it has received only a small 
amount of care. Its rapid enhancement 
in value, and the strong probability of a 
still further increase, gives the turpen- 
tine operator every reason to treat his 
timber carefully. Formerly it was an 
easy matter for an operator to work has- 
tily threngh a place, then move a short 
distanc« and develop a new place on tim- 
ber just as inexpensive as that on which 
he had been working. But now the op- 
erator knows that when his present loca- 
tion is exhausted he is certain to experi- 
ence difficulty in finding a new location, 
and equally certain that a largely in- 
creased price must be paid for it. This 
natural operation of the law of supply 
and demand is rapidly bringing serious 
and earnest thought to the question of 
how best to preserve the present holdings.

economies is doing much to solve the 
problem.

Sizes. 

Paper read at the Convention of the New Jer-

In the treatment of the subject of sizing 
I beg of you to endure while I probe and 
try to bring to your recollection or knowl- 


edge that which may be useful to your |! 
business, and if in the paper you get 
only one item of interest then your 


speaker is repaid. 
When I size up the audience and I see 


you sizing up the speaker and consider 
the papers you have heard I feel honored 
at your hands. 


I have had my paper on ice up till now 
and when I read the same for our local 
association it was winter time, as you all 


know size doesn’t keep except the new 
unstinkable kind which I have never 
seen. 

With the word size, we painters mean a 
preparation which is apnlied to a _ sur- 
face before kalsomine or paint. A weak 
solution of glue used for various pur- 


poses is also called size, but generally the 
name glue size is then used. The bind- 
ers used in the different ways of prepar- 
ing water colors is often given the name 
size. But, generally speaking, size means 
the preparation which is used as a ground 
work for kalsomining. 


Size is used either for the purpose of 
stopping the suction. as preventing the 
wall from too quickly absorbing the 


water In the kalsomine or to prevent cer- 
tain substances in the wall from destrov- 
ing delicate color pigments used in kal- 
somine, or for the purpose of getting a 
surface which will not absorb any water 
whatsoever. The best size is, of course, 


the one which will do all this in one ap- 





plication, but that much is not always 
required and a cheaper and quicker size, 
which only stops the suction is often all 
that is needed for some pieces of work. 
Everybody knows that the surface should 
be cleaned before size is applied. 

The laws are indeed insufficient for the 
best interests of the community and it is 
certainly as bad when unscrupulous peo- 
ple with no regard for public safety are 
allowed to put up such shabby houses. 
Poor ignorant people are allowed to move 
into houses before the walls are dry and 
thereby expose themselves and their chil- 
dren to untold harm. Houses are put 
upon foundations like sieves, allowing the 
water to soak through into the cellar 
every time it rains, thus keeping the 
house damp and unhealthy. The greed of 
the so-called builder who has no regard 
for anything but the money he can get 
out of the house building business, skin- 
ning everything and everywhere, as much 
as possible. Such a builder uses the 
cheapest of everything, the cheapest man 
is the one he is looking for; the cheapest 
plasterer gets the work and he will plaster 
the walls with such stuff and in such a 
way as to get the most money out of it 
regardless of the difficulties he is throw- 


ing in the way of the poor painter. 
The keen competition and consequent 
low prices which forces the painter to 


give more attention to the appearance of 
his work than to the durability of it, to 
lay a thorough foundation for his work 
takes more time and costs more money 
than the final, visible coating. But this Is 
not understood by an ignorant public and 
if the painter is too long in getting ready 


he is liable to lose a job and a cus- 
tomer. Many new building materials 
couse the painter a great deal of trouble 
because he does not know their nature 
and consequently has not as yet found 
out how to treat them. A great variety 
of fraudulent building materials, which 


have only one feature in their favor; that 
is cheapness, and that pleases the builder 
who very seldom has any regard for at- 
mospherie conditions. I have seen plas- 
terinz done when the plaster was freezing 
on the wall. Sorry to say the painter is 
so anxious to assist the dishonest builder 
or an incompetent plasterer that he will 
rake and scrape his brain and his pocket- 


book in order to cover up the dishonest 
work of other people. 
A man once asked me what kind of a 


size he should use for a plaster that was 
so soft that it was like chalk, and the 
size he had tried was peeling off for the 
plastering had been done in winter time 
and the mortar had been frozen. The an- 
swer was a good-sized hammer for such a

Saturday Noon, Aug. 29, 1908. 
Reports from the fields east of 
Mississippi River for the current 
indicate a gain in the total of com- 
pletions, yielding a proportionate in- 
crease in the new production. The 
most impressive showing in the week’s 


the 
week 


returns is in the record of West Vir- 
ginia operations, the new daily pro- 
duction reaching 1,645 barrels from 
twenty-four successful wells, while for 
the previous week the new production 
amounted to 735 barrels from twenty- 
two bearing wells. The developments 
of Brooke county were chiefly respon- 
sible for the substantial gain, eight 


producing wells having furnished a 
total of 915 barrels. This achievement 
is the most gratifying that has been 
experienced within West Virginia in 
several weeks, and sustains interest 
in the remarkable resources of Brooke 
county at the keenest pitch. The Fol- 
lansbee pool has contributed the most 


favorable results, and the aggregate 
daily production of the formation has 
been increased to more than 2,400 bar- 
rels. Lite completions in the Holli- 
day’s Cove pool in the same county 


are not of the same encouraging capa- 
city as those encountered in the Fol- 
lansbee pool, but the former develop- 
ment is sustaining a creditable record, 
the old wells showing unusual staying 
powers, and the daily production re- 
mains in the neighborhood of 2,000 
barrels. The extension of the Follans- 
bee formation into Jefferson county, 
Southeastern Ohio, is the center of 
considerable activity in drilling oper- 
ations. No noteworthy; completions 
have been reported within the interval, 
but a late test of the gauges of the 
five producing wells of the section re- 
corded a daily total of 785 barrels. The 
Battelle district of Monongalia county, 
W. Va., furnished a result of particu- 
lar interest in a well that showed for 
a 100-barrel producer from the fourth 
sand, but which responded to deeper 
drilling by placing 350 barrels to its 
credit the first twenty-four hours after 
the lower formation had been reached. 
A later report noted a dvcline to 210 
barrels. An important strike was en- 
countered in the Big Injun development 
of Roane county in the same State, 
the completion, while being estimated 
good for not more than 20 barrels a 
day, adding a mile or more to the 
producing formation in a direction that 
was not expected. The most favorable 
showing in Southeastern Ohio was the 
drilling of a well in Washington coun- 
ty which was reported good for 165 
barrels a day. In the Northwestern 
Ohio end of the Lima field our cor- 
respondent writes that more work is 
in progress and more completions have 
been recorded for the week than for 
any corresponding period for many 
months. The returns show that thirty- 
six wells were drilled, without a dry 
hole to mar the record. The new daily 
production was placed at 739 barrels, 
a gain of 209 barrels over the results 
of the previous week. In the Indiana 
section operations were curtailed, Ad- 
vices from Kentucky note an ex- 
pansion of drilling operations, especial- 
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ly in the Wayne county fields, where a 


number of favorable producers were 
experienced, and only one duster was 
reported. Illinois operations continue 
to decline, a result that is in accord 
with the repeated suggestions of the 
leading pipe line company for a sus- 


pension of drilling until the congestion 
of the field could be at least partially 
relieved. Our correspondent reports 


the completions of the week as 87, with | 


six dry holes, and a new daily produ 
tion of 4,900 barrels. For the 
week there were recorded 97 
pletions, nine dry holes and a 
daily production of 5,284 barrels. Ad- 
vices from the Gulf coast region in- 
dicate an improving tone to the crude 
market, and the prospects are consid- 
ered more favorable for a recovery 
of values unless the developments at 
Markham, Texas, should be of a chai 
acter to upset the hopeful expectations. 
In this connection we would direct 
particular attention to the valuable 
report of the United States Geological 
Survey on the petroleum production of 
the country for 1907, published else- 
where in this issue.

Refined and Products. 


The principal development of the 
local market for refined during the 
week was the reduction of fifty points, 
or one-half a cent, in the schedule on 
the water white product for export, 
establishing bulk at 6.50c., barrels at 
10.25¢c., and cases at 12.40c., New York 
loading. No change was occasioned in 
quotations for the standard white va- 
riety. The lowering of the former grade 


Was regarded more as an adjustment 
with the latter rather than a move of 
particular market significance, The 


export demand seemed rather to be 
stimulated within the interval, our 
record of clearances comprising a total 


of 14,348,040 gallons, of which 9,262,510 
gallons were forwarded in bulk. For 
the former week the movement into 
foreign channels aggregated 6,756,690 
gallons. Chartering for future account 
has been light, the only engagement 
reported during the week being one 
of 130,000 cases for October shipment 
to Japan, Philadelphia loading. 


Mail advices in the Russian market 
indicate a firmer position for crude 
and residuals, with kerosene unaltered. 
The production for the first six months 
of this year is given as_ 228,900,000 
poods, representing a decrease of 7,000,- 
000 poods from the total of the cor- 
responding period in 1907. The rela- 
tively low level of values, in the face 
of this shortage, is attributed to the 
keenness of competition of coal against 
liquid fuel. The London and Liverpool 
markets continue firm and the upward 
tendency lately in effect has stimu- 
lated deliveries. American and Sumatra 
bulk oil are quoted at a slight ad- 
vance in Calcutta, but values in the 
Indian markets are otherwise’ un- 
changed. 

The local market for the products 
presents no new features, the move- 
ment being generally one of sustained 
proportions at unvaried quotations. 
Naphtha was in better requirement for 
export, clearances for the week total- 
ing 239,920 gallons, against 220,350 gal- 
lons noted previously.

The last week of what is usually re- 
garded as one of the quietest months 
of the year has left its impression on 
general trading conditions, and the 
entry of the new month will be wel- 
comed with widespread relief, Dealers 
are hopeful that September business 
will tend to offset the unusually slow 
consuming movement that has been 
experienced during the summer. The 
week’s price developments have been 
of broader significance than we usually 
have occasion to record, the most ma- 
terial changes appearing on the de- 
clined side. Probably the most inter- 
esting fluctuation was the lowering of 
quinine, the first variation in makers’ 
schedule since June of last year. It 
followed on the heels of the reduction 
of the bark unit at the Amsterdam 
auction. Opium was easier, chiefly as 
a result of the lack of demand, but 
closing cables reflected a slightly im- 
proved sentiment. The break in 
guarana was associated with an un- 
looked for arrival. The usual reduc- 
tion was occasioned in spearmint oil. 
Crop influence and a slow demand 
were responsible for the easier range 
of pennyroyal oil. On the advanced 
side, the cascara sagrada situation af- 
fords considerable interest, and the 
market is believed to be favorable for 
further advances. The flurry in cassia 
oil furnished the leading feature to the 
essential oil market. The further en- 
hancement of C. P. glycerine was con- 
sistent with the conditions which have 
been noted in late reports. The week’s

Quinine. 


An unusual event has marked the 
course of the week in this article, a de- 
cline of lc. in manufacturers’ schedule, 
the first change we have had occasion 
to record since June 14, 1907. Revised 
quotations are based on lic. for bulk, 
with the usual premiums asked for 
smaller quantities. A corresponding 
decline was prompted in the alkaloid 
and minor salts. The announcement of 
the reduction in sulphate followed 
shortly after the news of the Amster- 
dam cinchona bark auction was re- 
ceived on Thursday. This event re- 
sulted in a decline from 3.18 to 3.12 
Dutch cents, and the move of quinine 
makers was generally associated with 
the bark result. With this influence it 
is reasonable to associate the curtailed 
consumption of quinine in this country, 
as is evidenced by government sta- 
tistics published in connection with our

For Bourbons 
an ordinary quality is obtainable at 
$1.60, although $1.75 is an inside quo- 
tation in most quarters. Our London 
correspondent writes as follows on the 
recent auction there:— 
London, Aug. 19, 1908 

Despite the fact that there have been no auc- 
tions since June, the offerings at to-day’s sales 
were small, comprising only 488 tins, of which 
about two-fifths changed hands. The supplies 
were of moderate quality, none of the highest 
grade beans coming forward. The prices of the 
beans disposed of were about on a par with the 
last auction, but many of the better parcels, 
including the whole of the thirty tins of Bour- 
bons, were bought in, holders’ ideas of value 
exceeding what buyers were prepared to pay.

to be ‘the best ‘available basis for 
casks, although broken lots were in 
evidence at $1.50. The extreme short- 
age on spot will result in the recalling 
of some lots that were forwarded to 
London. 
Essential Oils. 

The rising flurry in cassia has fur- 
nished the principal developmeyt in 
this department during the week. The 
force of the spot shortage has been 
augmented by the absence of offers for 
primary shipment, the reported damage 
by the recent typhoon in China prob- 
ably acting as a restriction. It was 
also stated that the authorities here 
had of late exercised a more guarded 
position on importations. ,Prices at 
the close were maintained at $1.20@ 
1.25. Anise has been under similar in- 
fluences as noted in connection with 
cassia, but not to the same material 
extent. The prevailing range for high 
test oil was $1.10@1.15. 

Little of new interest is to be noted 
in the Messina products. Bergamot 
commands the most favorable regard, 
but the market shows more or less 
price variation. There are sellers of 
standard brands at $3.25, but some 
dealers remain firm at $3.40. 

Peppermint advices are somewhat 
contradictory, but there is nothing un- 
usual in this condition when the new 
crop first becomes available. The sen- 
timent seemed to be rather in favor 
of a fairly steady situation in the 
West and we were advised tha $1.40 
had been paid for the new product. 
On spot $1.50 was generally quoted, but 
the intimations that $1.45 would find 
acceptance were still current. A cor- 
respondent in the producing district 
writes as follows:— 


Now that the crop of peppermint is partly 
distilled, it ia easier to make a close estimate 
of the quantity than at any time previous to 


this, and information which we receive direct 
from headquarters indicates the crop will be 
about two-thirds to three-fourths as large as 
last year, the decrease in acreage being respon 
sible for the smaller quantity. The yield per 
acre, generally speaking, is slightly above that 
of last season. Should we have a continua- 
tion of good weather for finishing distilling 
operations, the quantity, we think, will be 
about as above stated, but this might be 
reduced considerably if we should experience 
many cold nights or should have heavy rains 
before the plant is cut. The price of pepper 
mint seems to be firmer in the country. Many 
of the very small growers have disposed of 
their little holdings, leaving the larger lots 
back, which are generally held for higher 
prices. 

The weakness of spearmint is again 
evidenced, $3 being named in several 
leading quarters on spot, representing 
a decline of 50c. from the former basis. 
The following from a _ correspondent 
summarizes the Wester stiuation:— 

The production of spearmint this year is 
largely in excess of any other year on record, 
and while prices have declined largely, there is 


still room for some further slight reductione in 
price unless the consuming demand increases. 


Pennyroyal continues to yield to the 
extreme lack of demand, and the in- 
dications of a good production in the 
South, revisions in quarters being 
American to $2.35@2.50, and French to 
$2@2.25. 

Oil of wormwood is generally slow 
of sale, but the market finds a sustain- 
ing influence in advices of light sup- 
plies in the producing districts, with 
the present yield considerably below 
that of last year. The production of 
tansy was also reported light, prob- 
ably not exceeding that of 1907, which 
was very small. 

Artificial sassafras was easier, chief- 
ly as a result of competition, and 33c. 
for drums and 34c. for cans of the 1,070 
specific gravity product are current. 


Flowers. 


Developments of new interest in this 
department have been of little moment, 
and market conditions remain almost 
as previously noted. Hungarian cham- 
omiles have found a limited outlet, 
with quotations still covering the 
broad range of 25@35c., chiefly on the 
distinction of quality. The Roman 
variety has been the subject of less 
favorable advices from abroad, influ- 
encing an easier spot market at 17@ 
20c. In some local quarters arnica 
flowers are held with increased firm- 
ness in response to corresponding pri- 
mary reports, but the range of 11% 
13c. may be repeated. American saf- 
fron rules steady at 20@22c. First hand 
stocks have been absorbed at a rela- 
tively firm basis. 


Gums. 


The camphor situation has developed 
little of noteworthy interest, but there 
is no indication that values have been 
subjected to any unfavorable influence. 
London advices recorded an easier ten- 
dency to China crude, but refined in 
that quarter remained steady at Is.

Linseed oil with litharge added gives 
satisfaction, especially on sand finished 
walls, if it is given enough time to dry 
hard, it will prevent the appearance of a 
lot of small cracks on the surface. The 
canvas is, of course, the best but it is 
also the most expensive. The canvas and 
the muslin must both be sized to make a 
good ground for kalsomine but with the 
paper this is not needed unless a non- 
absorbent surface is required. It goes 
without saying that colors which are ngt- 
limeproof cannot be used over a_ size 
which contains lime or over a cold-water 
paint; soap size or glue size _ not 
prevent the lime from destroying delicate 
colors, neither can an alum size be fully 
relied upon. What has always given me 
the best satisfaction with the least work 
and expense is a varnish size properly 
mixed and applied. It makes the best 
ground for both plain and fancy Kalso- 
mining on smooth plaster or so-called 
hard finish. The general formula is as 
follows: 

One-half gallon of cheap benzine 
ture varnish, 

One-half gallon 

One and one-half 
white. 

Two pounds powdered pumice stone. 

Keep stirring while applying. The var- 
nish to be used must be one which dries 
quick and hard. “Ceiling varnish” and 
“gloss oil’ are satisfactory if they dry 
hard. Sometimes, however, you may get 
a ceiling varnish which is very thin and 
which will stand but very little thinning 
down or you may get a gloss oil which 
will never dry hard, Expensive varnishes 
are less useful for sizing purposes than 
the cheap ones and some cannot be used 
at all. It is best to test the varnish be- 
fore using same for size. A good way to 
make such a test is to put some varnish 
over a clean piece of glass and let it 
stand twenty-four hours. Then press the 
thumb hard against it for about two min- 
utes and if the thumb leaves no impres- 
sion on the varnish it can be safely used

It 
can be applied one day and the kalsomin- 
ing done on the following day.

This size 
was applied warm so as to soak better 
into the pores of the wall and take good 


anchor. He then covered both ceiling and 
walls with lining paper and applied over 
this a varnish size before kalsomining. 
This treatment kas so far proved itself 
to be satisfactory.

Receivership for Rogers & Pyatt. 


WELL-KNOWN SHELLAC HOUSE FINAN 


CIALLY EMBARRASSED BY ADVERSE 

MARKET AND MONEYED CONDITIONS 
PROCEEDINGS FRIENDLY AND COR 
PORATION CONFIDENT OF EARLY 


ABLLITY TO RESUME BUSINESS 


A receivership has been appointed for 
the business of Rogers & Pyatt, incor- 
porated, importers and manufacturers of 
shellac and shellac products, of 129 Front 
street, New York city. Judge Holt, of 
the United States Circuit Court, named 
Franklin B. Kirkbride and Runyon Pyatt, 
the latter being the president of the con- 
cern, as receivers. The application was 
made by Ralli Brothers, of London, Cal- 
cutta and New York, creditors for $206,858 
for material furnished, and Henry 5. 
Chatfield, of Elizabeth, N. J., secretary 
and treasurer of Rogers & Pyatt, who is 
a stockholder to the extent of 365,000 in 
the corporation. The receivership is of 
a friendly character, having been con 
sented to by the corporation in order to 
preserve the assets. The financial and 
commercial conditions of the country in 
general and the depressed status of the 
shellac market in particular brought the 
affairs of the concern to the issue of re 


ceivership. Collections have for many 
months been unusually tight and it was 
difficult to procure bankers’ credits, an 


expedient that can be relied upon under 
normal conditions The formal proceed- 
ings embody the following particulars:— 

“The conditicns of the market in the United 
States for shellac and similar materials, in 


which the defendant company deals, are de 


pressed and abnormal, as well as the financial 
condition of the United States cenerally 
‘In congequence thereof, the defendant com 


pany has been unable to collect a considerable 
part of the debts due to it, and has been 
unable to procure the bankers’ credits which it 
ordinarily uses in carrying on its business, and 
it has now become and is insolvent and unable 
to continue ite business and to pay its creditors 
in full. 

‘‘The property of the defendant company in 
this district and elsewhere in New York and 
other States, is subject to execution of judg- 
ment, attachment and garnishment proceeding 
at the instance of its creditors, and there is 
imminent danger, if a receiver or receivers be 
not at once appointed for all the defendant's 
aseets, that defendant will be subject to a 
multiplicity of complicated suits and litiga 
tions, and its assets will be sacrificed and dis 
sipated, that certain creditors will secure a 
preference over other creditors, that defend- 
ant’s business will be destroyed. 

“If, however, ite business be preserved and 
continued and its contracts performed by a 
receiver or receivers, and if its assets be not 
sacrificed by forced sales under execution, 
attachment, etc., your orators believe that the 
assets of the defendant company will prove 
to be in excess of all its liabilities, and, if 
properly administered, will suffice to pay all its 
debts and to leave a substantial residue for 
its stockholders.”’ 

In addition to requesting the appointment of 
the receivers, the plaintiffs ask:— 

“That the business of the defendant company 
be wound up and concluded, and its property 
converted into money and distributed among 
its creditors, as they may be legally entitled 
thereto, and that the balance thereof, if such 
balance there shall be, may be distributed 
among its stockholders as they may be legally 
entitled thereto."’ 

The corporation has a large amount of 
floating indebtedness. a large part of 
which is now due, and the corporation is 
unable to pay it. The amount of the lia- 
bilities and assets is not given in the 
papers filed in court. The assets are be- 
lieved to be ample finally to meet credit- 
ors’ claims. The business was started in 
1881 by the firm of Rogers & Pyatt, and 
was incorporated January 30, 1992, with 
capital stock $150,000. The corporation did 
a large business, has aé_ distributing 
branch in Chicago, and owns a large fac- 
tory building, 36-40 Fletcher street, which 
is mortgaged for $0,000. Mr. Rogers died 
several years ago. The following state- 
ment was issued by the corporation to its 
creditors on Saturday:- 

As you may already know, Messrs. Franklin 
B. Kirkbride and Runyon Pyatt have been ap 
pointed by Judge Holt, of the United States 
Circuit Court, as receivers for Rogers & Pyatt, 
Incorporated 

An order of the court will be made before 
long calling upon all creditors to file their

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Olive Oil Report. 


A eonsular July report from Louis J. 
Agostini, consular agent at Tarragona, 
to Corsul-General Frank D. Hill, at 
Barcelona, concerning the outlook for 
olive oil, proves of interest, in that it dif- 
fers so materially from reports that have 
recently come through similar chanels. 
It reads in part as follows:

Western Seed and Oil Market. 
Chicago, Aug. 26, 1908. 


Reports of damage to the growing flax 
crop in the Northwest through frost were 
evidently taken by the trade with a grain 
of salt, for they had little effect in stim- 
ulating the market to renewed activity. 
In fact, prices dropped almost immediate- 
ly after the rumors were received; either 
the trade did not credit them or the dam- 
age was not of sufficient moment to make 
much difference one way or the other. 
Buyers and sellers pursued the even tenor 
of tieir way. A little more seed came 
out this week, due to some selling by the 
country, but for this time of year the 
offerings of seed by the country element 


in the trade is very light. Crushers are 
not especially anxious for seed and are 
not bewailing the fact that offerings are 
not heavier, but they are rather hoping 
that there will soon be a broader selling 


movement, if only for the sake of forcing 
the price down. Seed, though lower than 
it wus last week, is far above the levels 
of prices which were being quoted, and at 
which it was changing hands at this time 







last year. A year ago cash seed at Min- 
neapolis was selling at $1.17 while the 
closing price to-day was $1.28%4, a differ- 
ence of a flat lle. in favor of the price 


this year. Practically as much difference 
is noted in the price of cash seed and the 
future options at Duluth. While Minne- 
apolis is still the cash market there is so 


iittle seed being offered there that the 
price is little more than a nominal one, 
There is practically no seed in public 
store in that city. The last report showed 
that the stock there was down to 8,000 
bushels, less than half of the total for 


the previous week, and 210,000 bushels less 
than there were on the corresponding day 
last year. Only 533,000 bushels of seed re- 
main in public store in the entire North- 
west, and with the crop yet an uncertain 
quantity, it is not to be wondered at that 
prices are higher than they were at this 
time last year, when there was every in- 
dication that the country would come to 
the front with the heaviest crop in its 
history. 

Cash seed is maintaining a premium at 
Duluth over the seed to arrive and the 
September option, which shows that the 
crushers are willing to pay more for seed 
which is available for immediate use than 
for futures.. They are naturally trusting 
to the future to care for itself, but they 
must have seed for the operation of their 
mills. Several of the crushers in Minne- 
apolis are now closed principally because 
latest 





they cannot secure the seed. The 

advices from there are to the effect that 
only three of the crushers are in opera- 
tion, and that they are not running to 
their full capacity. As the old proverb 
has it, “it is an ill wind that blows no- 
body good,”’ so it may be seen that the 
fact that there is enough oil on hand to 


supply the wants of the buyers is a fortu- 
nate thing for them, for with the supply 
of down to such a low point, and 
prospects for a large crop none too good, 
oil undoubtedly would be soaring in price, 


seed 


were it not for the very fact that there 
is a liberal supply in the hands of the 
crushers. As it is, the latter are com- 
paratively firm in their views, and are 
not cutting prices to tide over the pres- 
ent dull period in the oil market. 

\side from the meager reports of some 
damage to growing flax by frost, there 
has been little the last week to alter the 


probable volume of seed that the present 
growing crop will make. Good weather 
has been reported at every place save in 
the Devil's Lake district of North Dakota. 
The acreage and the condition of the crop 
at the last government report lead to the 
conclusion that there will be only a 
slight decrease in the production, as com- 


pared with that of last year. A factor 
which must not be overlooked at this 
time, however, is the possible production 


of seed in the Canadian northwest. Across 
the border, they are talking of the largest 
crop in the history of that country. It 
has long been recognized that the Domin- 
ion’s northwestern provinces had the soil 
and the climate for the raising of flax. 
The production last year was quite lib- 
eral, and the farmers evidently secured a 
profit, for they have devoted a greater 
acreage to it this year. In the three 
provinces of Manitoba, Saskatchewan and 
Alberta it is estimated that something 
like 192,00 acres have been placed under 
cultivation, in flax. Recent figures by ex- 
perts put the average yield at close to 13 
bushels per acre, which would indicate a 
crop of 1,500,000 bushels. It is likely that 
the acreage will be larger instead of 
smaller, as the wide expanse of territory 
there makes it almost impossible, in much 


of this country which is comparatively 
new, to gauge correctly the real acreage. 
But taking these figures as correct, it 
means that the Dominion will have from 
iv,000 to 800,000 bushels of seed to export. 
Though kept out of this country by a 
tariff, Dominion seed may prove a com- 
petitor with American seed in the mar- 
kets of the world, should Europe find it 
necessary to call on this country within 
the next twelve months.

LINSEED OIL.—There is little demand 
for any oil save the spot, and the inquiry 
for this is of the character that it has 
been for the last few months. Buyers are 
tuking for their present needs only, and 
are buying in small lots. Though the 
seed market is high, and the oil price, in 
consequence, is up from the values that 
were quoted early in the summer, there 
is no more business. As to futures, the 
trade is wary. Not only is the buyer dis- 
inclined to take hold of futures, but the 
crusher himself is less anxious to enter 
into contracts for the future delivery of 
new oil than is generally the case at this 
time of the year. This is due to the fact 
that they are unable to buy the seed. As 
one of the agents of a big crusher said to- 
day:—*We might be willing to sell future 
oil if we could buy the seed. But, up to 
the present time, the offerings of seed out 


of farmers’ hands have been very light— 
much lighter, in fact, than they have 


been for many seasons at this time of the 
yeur. Here we are, on the verge of a 
hew crop, and there has not been enough 
seed offered at Duluth, since the opening 
of the present crop year, to provide for 
the needs of one big crusher for the next 


two months. And when these offerings 
ure divided among a dozen Western 
crushers, not to mention the Eastern 
mills, it can readily be seen why seed is 
so high, and why the crusher does not 
cure to agree to deliver future oil.’’ The 
local market for oil is nominally 42c., but 


sules are made at 4lc., though nothing 
has been reported this week under the 
latter price. 

LINSEED CAKE.—The demand for 


vake is even less active than for oil. Ship- 


ments out are liberal, but this is cake 
that had been bought some time ago. The 
foreign buyer is afraid of the future of 
the market. He does not know whether 
the price is destined to go up or down, 
and us ocean rates are higher, and will 
be for the next few months, he is not 


inclined to pay the price for future ship- 


ment cake that he will for small lots of 
cake from prompt shipment. It is, there- 
fore, almost impossible to quote future 
cake. Spot cake is held within a range 
of $28@28.50 per ton, Chicago, though local 
business is very light. Minneapolis re- 
ports a fair tone.

A dispaich from Beaumont, Texas, 
states that a new oil well, said to be 
good for a production of one hundred 
barrels per day, was brought in on the 
Hogg-Swayne district of Spindle Top 
for W. L. Moore and W. B. Drysdale. 


Nine steamships sailed from Phila- 
delphia last week with 15,019,478 gallons 
of petroleum for foreign ports. Since 
January 1 the exports of oil from that 
port aggregate 273,400,387 gallons, as 
against 257,179,819 gallons for the cor- 
responding period last year. 


More work is reported to be in prog- 
ress and more completions have been 
drilled in Northwestern Ohio end of 
the Lima field for the week for any 
corresponding period in several months, 
Of the thirty-six completions reported 
for last week, all were in the produc- 
ing class. 

Alexander A. Bannerot, prominent- 
ly connected with oil interests’ in 
Pennsylvania and the West, died at 
his home in Pittsburgh, Pa., aged 66 
years. At the time of his death he 
was president of the United Refining 
Company of Beaver, Pa., while for 
many years he was president of the 
Marine Oil Company. 


The week's record of operations in 
the fields of Pennsylvania, West Vir- 


ginia, Ohio, Indiana, Kentucky and 
Illinois shows a total of 239 comple- 
tions, thirty-seven dry holes and a 


new daily production of 8,005 barrels. 
For the previous week there were 216 
completions, twenty-nine dry holes and 
7,863 barrels of new production. 


A late report from the City of Mex- 
ico states that Gustave von Block, a 
Russian scientist and oil expert, has 
made a proposal to the Federal Gov- 
ernment to extinguish the great oil 
fire in the San Geronimo district of 
Mexico by the use of chemicals. His 
proposal is being considered. The fire 
is raging with greater fury than ever. 


A dangerous fire was narrowly 
averted at the plant of the Atlantic 
Refining Company, at Point Breeze, 
when one of the big oil stills exploded. 
No one was injured, but the damage 
amounted to $10,000. Gas which gen- 
erated in the tank while it was being 
cleaned and which then caught fire, is 
supposed to have been the cause of the 
fire. 


The Plaisance Oil Company has been 
formed at Opelousas, La., with a capi- 
tal of $50,000. The officers of the com- 
pany are J. J. Thompson, president; 
Homer Barousse, vice-president; John 
W. Ogden, attorney, and John Harmon- 
son, secretary and treasurer, The 
board of directors is composed of the 
following:—J. J. Thompson, Homer Ba- 
rousse, John W. Ogden, John Har- 
monson, G. A. Hohensee and Manuel 
Schochet,. 


According to advices from Oklahoma, 
John A. Bell, of Pittsburgh, Pa., who 
took over all of the John T. Furlong 
and part of the E. P. Whitcomb pro- 
ducing and undeveloped leases in the 
shallow sand districts, is doing some 
work in the Childers district. He 
drilled No, 8 on the Ada Moon 20 acres 
in section 35-27-16, for an initial pro- 
duction of 600 barrels. He has also fin- 
ished No. 3 on the Lillie E. Tanner 
land, southwest quarter of section 36- 
27-16, good for 400 barrels. 


On Tango Fork, Duval district, Lin- 
coln county, W. Va., the Holley Oil 
and Development Company has drilled 


its test on the James Lawson farm 
through the Berea grit and has a ten- 
barrel pumper. This test is more than 
a mile north of any producing wells, 
the nearest being on the J. E. May 
farm and operated by the Big Creek 
Development Company. The location 
of the well is important and shows an 
extension of the producing formation 
to the north and northeast of produc- 
tion. 


The Ohio Oil Company's No. 5 on the 


G. Kintner farm, section 21, Oblong 
township, Crawford county, IlL., 
pumped about 200 barrels. Their No. 
11, J, H. Wood No. 2 farm, section 34, 
80 feet from the north line and 1,200 
feet from the west line of the farm, 
produced 175 barrels. They have a 
duster in No. 5 on the W. W. Arnold 
No. 2 farm, section 21, 200 feet from 
the south line and 660 from the east 
line of the farm. Their No. 6 on the

North of Bakerstown, Pa., the Moore 
Oil and Gas Company has sold its 
seven producing wells and 108 acres of 
leases to W. W. Simpson of Freeport, 
Pa.

Heavy stock sales on the Pittsburgh 
Exchange last week were said to have 
been due to an attempt on the part of 
the Standard Oil Company to secure 
control of the Union Natural Gas Com- 
pany. The gas corporation through its 
underlying companies now controls 
287,411 acres in Pennsylvania and Ohio, 
and has a half interest in 65,801 acres 
in West Virginia. Through these un- 
derlying companies it serves u large 
number of cities and towns in those 
States. It has 489 gas wells in Ohio 
and Pennsylvania and a half interest 
in 113 wells in West Virginia. Approx- 
imate earnings for January and Feb- 
ruary last totaled $890,000, with the 
net earnings for those months reaching 
$600,000. The capital stock of the cor- 
poration is $9,000,000. 

It is reported in Pittsburgh, 
that the Gulf Refining Company, 
Which is controlled by Colonel J. M. 
Guitey of that city, hus purchased the 
holdings and business of the Waters- 
Pierce Oil Company in Texas and that 
possession will be given as soon as the 
anti-trust proceedings, which are now 
pending against the Waters-Pierce 
concern in Texas are decided. ‘The 
State secured judgment against the 
company for ouster from the State and 
penalties aggregating more than $1,- 
000,000. The case is now before the 
United States Court of Appeals. The 
Gulf Refining Company has establish- 
ed oil agencies in all of the principal 
cities of Texas and has been an active 
competitor of the Waters-Pierce Com- 
pany, which is a Standard concern.

McKim farm, and has a show fora 
50-barrel producer, Ferguson & Ca, 
have completed No. 5 on the John Hin- 
dam farm, and have the same kind of 
au show. The production of this pool is 
steady, remaining about 2,000 barrels a 
day. 


An important strike reported from 
the lower southwest is in Roane coun- 
ty, W. Va. It is owned by the Jarvis 
Oil Company and is on the John Jar- 
vis farm, one mile northwest of pro- 
duction and a mile and a half north- 
west of Ambler, on Green creek, Wal- 
ton district. The well got its oil in 
the Big Injun and is estimated to be 


good for twenty barrels a day. The 
location of the well, rather than its 
size, makes it important.

On Rock 
creek, Walton district, Roane county, 
the South Penn Oil Company has com- 
pleted and shot its second test on the 
Lucy J. Lynch farm and the well pro- 
duced fifty-three barrels the ensuing 
twenty-four hours. The location is 800 
feet northeast of No. 1 on the same 
farm. 


The resources of the Sparta (II.) oil 
field, fifty-eight miles from St. Louis, 
Mo., are to be subjected to exhaustive 
tests by the Sparta Oil Company, com- 
posed chiefly of St, Louisans, Five 
wells have already been sunk, and it is 
proposed to proceed with the drilling as 
fast as the facilities for handling the 
product can be provided. A pipe line, it 
is expected, will be completed by the 
middle of September.

Tampico, has served to attract wide attention 
to the oil resources of this country and pros-

sent men to Mexico to investigate the situation 
with the view of engaging in oil production in 
this country. It is found by these men that 
the Pennsylvania Oil Company, S. Pearson & 
Son, Limited, the Mexican Petroleum Company 
and the Mexican Oil Fields, Limited, have pur 
chased or leased many hundreds of thousands 


of acres of land situated adjacant to the proved 


oil fields, and that it is a hard matter to ob- 
tain a footing in desirable localities. The Penn- 
sylvania Oil Company is said to have sold a 
seven-eighths interest in the San Geronimo 


Pearson & Son. This sale was made 
the big gusher which is now on fire was 
brought in.
